Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 10-18, 30-35, and 57 are allowed. 

Independent claims 10, 15, 30, and 57 are directed towards methods for performing video 
audits and further recite ". . .creating an audit spreadsheet containing a plurality of audit items; 
selecting at least one of the plurality of audit items; obtaining video information regarding the 
selected audit item, wherein the video information includes video stills; entering a classification 
for the selected audit item based on reviewing the video information; storing the selected audit 
item after the classification is entered; calculating, via the processor, an audit item compliance 
percentage for the selected audit item in one or more reports based on the classification of one or 
more such stored audit items; and calculating, via the processor, an overall compliance 
percentage for the audit based on an average of the audit item compliance percentages. . ." which 
are features that are not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 11-14, 
16-18, and 31-35 are allowed for the reasons concerning the independent claims.
